Homemakers are you looking for

Maybe you would like to bright­ 
en this season with some festive 
foreign breads designed especially 
for this occasion. 


Bread is a basic food of home­ 
makers in most countries. M aking 
and serving favorite bread recipes 
can add a personal touch and gla­ 
mour to your meals. 
Ingredients for making bread are 
the same the world around. P ro ­ 
portions and flavoring may v a r y ,: 
but basic ingredients and ways of 
mixing are the same. 


Flour is the chief ingredient. Us­ 
ually white flour makes best dough. 
Rye and wholewheat flours 
are 
sometimes used. 


Liquid m ay be milk, water, or 
the 
water 
which 
potatoes 
have 
been cooked in. Fresh milk, eva­ 
porated or dry milk, all give fav­ 
orable results. When fresh m ilk is 
used, it is heated or scalded and 
then cooled before using. W ater 
makes crusty 
type bread 
while 
milk 
makes 
breads 
with 
softer 
crust and a crumb that browns 
easily in toasting. 


Yeast is the levening that makes 
batter and dough rise. It m ay be 
either quick acting yeast or com­ 
pressed yeast. 


Sugar 
furnishes 
food 
for the 
yeast. 
It 
adds flavor and helps 
the crust of bread to brown as 
they bake. White sugar is mostly 
used, but some special breads may 
suggest the use of brown sugar, 
molasses, or honey. 
Salt brings out flavor, it also con­ 
trols the action of the yeast. Eith er 
plain or iodized salt may be us­ 
ed? 
Fat is called shortening 
when 
used in baked foods. It makes them 
tender and helps keep breads soft. 
Shortening for breads may be hy­ 
drogenated shortening, lard, m a r­ 
garine, or butter, or a combination 
of several of these. 
Eggs are used in some kinds of j 
breads. They add food value, color 
and rich flavor. They also help 
make the crum b fine and the crust 
tender. 
Other ingredients vary with the 
bread. 
Festive breads call for raisins, 
currents, candied fruits, and nuts.

HOW TO JOIN 4-H

ON THE MORNING OF DEC. 7, 1941, the Japanese made a surprise air and submarine attack 
on Pearl Harbor and the Army and Navy airfields of Hawaii. Caught on the ground or at their 
moorings wero about 300 U. S. airplanes and almost 100 ships. Aircraft destroyed numbered 
about 140 in addition to approximately 80 damaged. Of the eight U. S. battleships at Pearl 
Harbor, five were sunk, one severely damaged and the other two hit. Two destroyers and nine 
other ships were sunk or severely damaged. The Pacific fleet’s three aircraft carriers, ryot at 
Pearl Harbor on that fateful morning, escaped damage. 
Casualties among the military person­ 
nel numbered over 3,000 including more than 2,300 killed. The Japanese made no effort to land 
at Hawaii, nor had they any plans to do so. The slogan “Remember Pearl Harbor” became 
reminiscent of “Remember the Maine." The attack precipitated, on Dec. 8, America’s declara­ 
tion of war upon Japan and the beginning of active U. S. participation in World War II.

They’re making them bigger nowadays . . . traffic signs, 
that is. From three widely separated areas of the country 
comes word that large signs are the coming thing. 
]n *^v®nnah, Ga., stop signs with lettering a foot and a 
half high have been placed at two of the city's most danger­ 
ous intersections. The bright red, reflective stop signs are a 
yard wide and a yard high. 
In Los Angeles, street name signs 18 in. high and 40 to 60 
in. long have made their appearance. According to city offic­ 
ials. the signs are visible a block away and the lettering is 
reflective for night visibility. At present the new Los Ange­ 
les street name signs are located in several test spots in the 
city. If they prove as effective as citv officials believe them 
to be. they’ll be installed throughout the citv. 
Large signs also are in the plans of the Pennsylvania Turn­ 
pike Commission! which plans to erect new 12xl2-foot signs 
along the turnpike. Each sign will bear a safety message 
reminding drivers of necessary safety precautions. 
The trend to larger traffic signs does not mean there is 
anything wrong with the average driver’s eyesight, safety 
authorities say. They have been made necessary by the fast­ 
er pace of modem traffic, and the increasing amount of 
distractions and confusing backgrounds encountered in citv 
driving. 
At high speeds, a motorist passes the average sign too 
fast for him to read it and comprehend its message. To give 
him the extra time he needs, a sign must be readable at 
greater distances than before. Thus, larger letters that can 
be seen further away and stand out against the signs and 
lights of the city are needed. 
The use of large signs wa* initiated on tollways and ex­ 
pressways. which have led in many new developments for 
high-speed traffic. Borne expressway signs on the interstate 
highway system are as wide as 30 feet.

UNION FEUD SI.DWS RACE 
FOR MARS; STAUBS TEST OF 
NEW MYSTERY WEAPONS 
WASHINGTON—There are a lot 
of men out Las Vegas way who 
go in for slot machine unionism. 
They put their dues into the maw 
and expect to hit the jack pot 
each time. If they don’t, they get 
churlish and picket—even if this 
slows us down in the race with 
the Soviets for outer space and rn 
the grim competition for deadlier 
—and therefore more deterrent— 
weapons. 
This is exactly what happened 
the other day at Mercury. Ne­ 
vada—for the second time in six 
months—at the mystery maze of 
man-made mines, hydrogen tank 
“farms," weird tunnels, and neo­ 
space engines which may some­ 
day take astronauts to Mars and 
beyond. 
Last Monday (Nov. 20th', some 
2,000 construction workers hit the 
bricks there, tying up something 
called the Space Nuclear Propul­ 
sion Office experimental grounds 
as well as a sutler secret joint 
Atomic Energy Commission—Air 
Force project. 
They struck not for money but 
because a 
couple of local unions 
were pouting at each other. And 
this is what was caught up in the 
middle of the interunion fight: 
There are three urgnt projects 
at Mercury, though the pickets 
showed no sense of urgency de­ 
spite the pleas of their national 
officers in Washington and despite 
the rate at which national U.S.

In some we test 
underground water flow, 
In ai! these deep pit* the con­ 
struction calls for casements, or 


holding the hole in place with big 
pipes. These pipes are put in by 
rigs. Since one piece of pipe is 
not long enough, another is weld­ 
ed to the first, and then another 
and another etc. The rigs are 
handled by the Operating Engi­ 
neers. In th past 
they have also 
been welding the pipes together.

What is the value of a human 
life? It is $10 — a thousand dol­ 
lars — $10,000? Is it worth more 
than your car? Or better still — is 
your car worth more than a hu­ 
man life? 
These are the qqestions that 
come to mind as you look around 
and see men who have been in 
prison eight or ten years for auto 
theft. The worst part of the whole 
thing 
is 
the 
fact 
that 
they 
still have eight or IO years to go 
before they will be released. These 
questions are vital to the men serv­ 
ing sentences under the old law 
governing “larceny of an automo­ 
bile.” They face the bleak 
pros­ 
pect of spending 15 to 20 years in 
prison for the crime. Is an auto­ 
mobile as important as all that? 
Some time ago the Missouri Legis­ 
lature became aware of the in­ 
consistencies of the law governing 
auto theft and replaced it with one 
calling for a maximum of IO years. 
That's fine — but what about the 
men serving time under the old 
law? Did the Legislature intend to 
put out the fire and not make any 
attempt to rescue the victims? It 
is doubtful if that was their in­ 
tention. but the men are still here. 
Why wasn't the law made retro­ 
active? Is the man convicted of 
stealing your car yesterday less 
guilty than the man convicted of 
the very same offense IO years 
ago? If a doctor discovered a cure 
for cancer would he refuse it to 
some on the grounds that they had 
cancer when he made his discov­ 
ery? It sounds illogical — but the 
men are still here. 
It seems that someone with the 
authority to make recommenda­ 
tions to the proper officials would 
— in the interest of fairness — 
suggest some method of rectifying 
the acknowledged inadequaries of 
the old law by doing something 
for the men unfortunate enough to 
be its victims. This could be done 
by making the new law retroac­ 
tive or suggesting executive clem­ 
ency for the men serving the 25- 
year sentences under the old law.

WASHINGTON — The excuse 
given by congressmen who use 
government p l a n e s to junket 
around the world is that they are 
checking on U.S. government busi­ 
ness.

Plans and information on con­ 
structing fallout shelters can be ob­ 
tained at Scott County's’ University 
Center <Extension Service Office), 
Benton, Mo,, County Agent Tom 
B. Stroup announces. 
The government has 
assigned 
fallout information responsiblity in 
rural afca^ (including cities up to 
10.000 in Missouri» to the extension 
service branches of the nation’s 
land-grant colleges. The University 
of Missouri has set up a commit­ 
tee of experts in answer to this 
directive and Stroup works with 
them in making information avail­ 
able in our county. 
“You can protect yourself and 
your family from radioactive fall­ 
out.*’ Tom B. Stroup, says. To do 
so, he suggests, pick the best shelt­ 
er area you have and prepare for 
a two week stay there. This may 
not be as good a shelter as you 
like lo have but it can be improv­ 
ed as you are able to do so. And 
right now is the time to take at 
least temporary steps. 
Protection from radioactive fall­ 
out is provided by shielding with a 
large weight of material between 
you and the fallout. This rdeuces 
the gamma radiation from the fall­ 
out. Gamma radiation, liek X-ray, 
penetrates all materials gut the 
heavier the m aterial the less comes 
through. 
The following are some places 
that offer fallout 
protection: 
The center of a frame house re­ 
duces the hazard to — 1*2. 
The basement of a house reduces 
the hazard to — 1-10. 
An improvised refuge in a bam 
can reduce the hazard to — 1-10, 
An improvised basement refuge 
can reduce the hazard to — 1-100. 
A food storage or storm cellar 
arith 2 feet of soil on top reduces 
the hazard to — 1-100. 
A basement fallout shelter can 
reduce the hazard to — 1-100, 
A cave or mine or tunnel can 
reduce the hazard to — 1-1000 or 
less. 
It is desirable to have a shelter 
which reduce* the hazard to at 
least 1-100. However, even if you 
only have a shelter which reduces 
the hazard to 1-10, such as a base­ 
ment, your chances of surviving 
would be three times as great as 
without any shelter. 
Thus, plan­ 
ning to use whatever shelter area 
you have available now and stock 
it with water and food and other 
supplies for at least a two week 
atty. Then improve this shelter as 
you are able. 
3 
Additional shieling can be pro­ 
vided in any building by getting 
under a table and putt mg furniture, 
newspapers, books, food or any 
other m aterial around and over 
over you. The more material there 
is around you the less likely you 
are to become sick and die. For 
example a 24-inch thickness of 
books stacked around and over 
over >ou will reduce the hazard 
any place to 1*10 of what it would 
be otherwise. 
While improvising can provide 
protection fromfallout, building a 
regular 
fallout 
shelter 
provides 
greater protection. Stroup invites 
youto call on him for information 
about how to prepare and stock 
fallout shellers. One of the Govern­ 
ment bulletins he has on hand, 
titled, “’Die Family Fallout Shelt­ 
er. ** describes a basement fallout 
shelter which can be made from 


Oth­ 
er shelters are included which pro­ 
vide greater protection at some­ 
what greater expense.

O N THE M O R N IN G OF DEC. 7, 1941, the Japanese made a surprise air and submarine attack 
on Pearl Harbor and the Army and Navy airfields of Hawoii. Caught on the ground or at their 
moorings were about 300 U. S. airplanes and almost IOO ships. Aircraft destroyed numbered 
about 140 in addition to approximately 80 damaged. O f the eight U. S. battleships at Pearl 
Harbor, five were sunk, one severely damaged and the other two hit. Two destroyers and nine 
other ships were sunk or severely damaged. The Pacific fleet’s three aircraft carriers, not at 
Pearl Harbor on that fateful morning, escaped damage. 
Casualties among the military person* 
nol numbered over 3,000 including more than 3,300 killed. The Japanese made no effort to land 
at Hawaii, nor had they any plans to do so. The slogan “Remember Pearl Harbor” became 
reminiscent of “Remember the Maine.” The attack precipitated, on Dec. 8, America’s deciare* 
•ion of war upon Japan and tho beginning of active U. S. participation in World Wor ll.
